Indianapolis. Feb. gfi. — There will 


te nc- general strike ot mine workers 
April I, according to a statement is- 
eued by Vice President T. L. Lewis, 
who declares that the operators will 
restore the reduction accepted by the 
miners two years ago and probably 
grant an Increase 
T/ewis says: 


"There will be no general strike 


In the great mining industry April 1. 
The operators will restore the reduc- 
tion, accepted by the miners two years 
ago and perhaps more. F. L. Rohbins 
of Pennsylvania atid Mr. Taylor of II- 
liiKiist, leaders of the operators, recog- 
nize their untenable position at In- 
diaaapolis and have ssraeefnHy submit- 
ted to the inevitable and -will pay an 
advance to the miners. A general 
Ktrffce wlil be averted. Business will 
net b« paralyzed by industrial strife. 
An era of peace will be sstablished 
for another period of years, and tha 
trade agreement method of settling 
tabor disputes will wta n«w friends to 
Its standard- The anthracite oper- 
ators must now grant aa advance In 
view of the action of the bituminous 
operators. Details Will be work&l out 
Jater, and probably through a special 
national convention of mine workers. 


"For two years it has been my de- 


termined purpose to have ail wag*" 
agreements of tho miners terminate 
on the sjyne date, so that unity of ac- 
tion might be secured without violat- 
ing existing agreements on April 1, 
1900, TI«» first more in this direction 
•was maile io Pittsburg, Kan., in tha 
summer of 1904, when the expiration 
date of the contract was extended 


from the end of August to the end of 
March thjs year. Practically all our 
agreements expire March 31 next By 
virtue of this arrangement tho mine 
workers of the ecmntry are now iu a 
f(os»t!on to compel the operators to 
deal with us justly. 


"At the recent joint convention In 


Indianapolis I advocated an advance 
for Hw miners, because I believe we 
are eetitied to It. The iroa and steel 
industries and tne railroads of this 
country—very large consumers of 
coal—-were never more prosperons 
than now. From admissions made by 
those engaged in the production of 
eoal and dependent lirgely tipon the 
nbove named industries, it must have 
been eppareat that a few cents per ton 
advance to tho miners was not to 
stand in the way of the continued 
prosperous condition of the iron, steel 
and raiironw laberosta. The operators 
at the recent Indianapolis convention 
showed th« strongest evidence of the 
weakness of their position when they 
isBored our arguments that they 
could i»a.y an adi-ance to tho mine 
workers at the present selling price of 
coal and still make a large profit."

Peking, Feb. 26.—Tho guards around 


the Forbidden Gity have been doubled 
since Saturday, and all the palaces 
and residences of high officials are 
ispecially guarded. The police, who 
have hitherto carried batons, are now 
armed with rifles. All the 
officials 


that are accessible either refuse any 
information or profess Ignorance of 
the reasons for the precautions that 
have been taken, add as a result many 
rumors are afloat The Chinese min- 
ister at Tokyo a few days ago tele- 
graphed the government warning it 
against several revolutionary students j 
•who are departing from Japan to j 
China. Two packages cf dynamite 
have been found in the street outside 
the gate leading to the palace. 


One report finding credence is that 


tbere Is a quarrel afoot within the 
paiaca between the partisans of the 
empress dowager and the emperor 
over tho selection of six hfir to the 
throne. All the Information obtain- 
able indicates that the military meas- 
ures at the palace were only precau-

'Though his crime was without harm, 
and bis sentence somewhat severe, it 
is said that his Knowledge of the 
"case now at issue in this county had 
something to do with his pardon by 
the president. 
Lynch was a former 


crony of Colton and Wright, and it 
was through a story related by him, 
while he waa confined,In the Lucas 
county jail awaiting trial in. the fed- 
eral court at Toledo, in the charge 
of making counterfeit money, that 
the first arrests were made in the 
now famous "reservoir dynaintUuK 
eases." Lynch is now at Celina. 


Those cases have attracted much 


attention because of the. wide Inter- 
est in the grand reservoir and be- 
cause of tho prominence of some of 
the parties. '•- After the trial Of Isaac 
Sheeley there are three others, of 
equal importance, but, the outcome 
Of the first will settle the others one 
way or the other. The prosecution 
'is in the hands of ^Si'A. Hoskina, 
prosecuting attorney, ami Attorney 
Jones, representing the state as as- 
sistant to the attorney general, The 
defense is represented oy Layton &

The reason that there is not at 


present a large number of Ameri- 
can-owned ships on, the high seas is 


because foreign ship-builders can 
construct vessels at far less cost than 
can American, shipbuilders 


The American Steel trust charges 


thebuiljlor on. the banks of the Cljde 
far less for material than it charges 
the American shipper — from 30 to 
40 per cent less, it has been stated. 


!Aad now the American shipping 


interests propsse to take that thirty 
or forty per cent difference in the 
^ost of construction direetly>from the 
United States treasury. 


The American mei chant mariae 


would naturally wax strong if the 
tariff were so modified that material 
for construction could be purchased 
in America as cheaply as 1t can ia 
Europe. If shipping interests had 
any notion of benefiting the country 
at large while benefiting themselves 
they would use their influence in the 
attempt to get the 
tariff 
shaved 


down 
But the Steel trust and the 


shipping 
interests 
are 
evidently 


hand and giore Ia their advocacy of 
the subsidy o5(S0s\'re; and they want 
to eat their cake and Keep 1t too 
However, there appears to be no 
arreat reason to fear that the ship 
,,'isJdj hilt will ever become a law. 
Washington dispatches indicate tliat 
it will never get through the house. 


Recently in a talk with one ot 


Luna's dealers in iron we were in- 
formed that he could buy iron for 
vorlc to be made in Lima and ship- 
ped to Canada at $8 less a ton than 
he could for the same material to be 
us,ed in the United States 
This 


state of afcurs is not right and never 
will be changed as long as we elect 
our IT. S. Senators in the manner 
they are selected at the present time 
The Senate represents the financial 
Inteersta of America, and in saying 
that, It is the equivalent of saying 
they represent the trust. That the 
trusts are the believers in high tariffs 
goes in this country. Stand pat is 
their cry. Allow us to sell our goods 
in America at 30 per cant more than 
in foreign couatnes-and we will in- 
sure yon "good times " To do this 
the present tariff must be removed.
